Items Stand 3 No, 3 Yes 


As was noted here last week, the California general 
election ballot once again stands out as a mess, with 15 
Constitutional amendments added to the list of candi- 
dates on which to vote. 

It has long been the policy of this newspaper to with- 
hold comment on any candidate or issue until the last 
possible publication before the actual election; it’s our 
feeling that if no one can tell our political persuasions 
from the news columns, we are doing a non-partisan job. 

There always are those who will infer, after an edi- 
torial is printed, that the newspaper containing it has been 
“slanting” its news all along, to conform to the expressed 
editorial views. This is never the practice in any respon- 
sible newspaper office, insofar as human frailty permits. 

The length of this year’s ballot is such, however, that 
we cannot possibly discuss each measure and candidate 
in the single final issue before the general election. To 
get through all of them, therefore, we shall start now. 
First, the ballot propositions: 


Proposition One (State Water Bonds) Vote NO 


This gem commits the entire state to a bonded indebt- 
edness of $1,750,000,000 for the development of a state- 
wide water system which presumabily would be built 
over the next several years. 

No one really disputes the fact that adequate water 
is the key that must be available if California is to open 
the door to her promised future. But if a man decides he 
must purchase an automobile in order to earn his liveli- 
hood, he does not pledge his entire wealth and mortgage 
his future to acquire a 1920 rattletrap held together with 
baling wire. 

This enormous Brown-built project is such a machine. 
The squeaks and rattles already audible indicate it could 
cripple our economy without doing the job it ought to do; 

1. Economists have said the mere enormity of the 
bond issue could seriously hamper the state’s power to bor- 
row money for other purposes at reasonable interest rates. 


2. The general obligation bond proposal for such a 
project is, we believe, wrong in principle. A project for 
which the liability is equally spread to all taxpayers should 
benefit all areas equally; no one can claim that such is the 
case with this plan. 


3. Engineers report that even the huge sum envisioned 
would not provide enough to complete the Oroville dam, 
an essential portion of the overall project. 

4. The plan does not allow for storage of wet-year 
waters to help tide the state over dry seasons .In wet 
years, thousands of acre-feet of water badly needed in 
northern California areas would, by commitment, be di- 
verted to southern California. 

5. The project is, apparently, so unworkable that even 
the Los Angeles Metropolitan Water District and the 
Governor cannot agree on terms of a contract. 

Proponents of the Brown plan have pooh-poohed the 
alternate proposal put forward by Senator Richard Dolwig 
as political obstructionism. We admit we are not engineer- 
ing experts, but his proposal appears to us to be more 
productive, more equitable, more economical and more 
common sense. 

Dolwig’s proposal may not be the best solution, but 
surely there must be something better than the loose- 
jointed, inadequate and apparently unworkable monster of 


a financial burden that this measure asks Californians to 
shoulder! 


Proposition 2 (Terms of Assemblymen) Vote NO 


This looks to us like another move — probably insti- 
tuted by less responsible members of the Assembly itself — 
to assure themselves jobs with longer tenure. 


The Federal Constitution, which works fairly well,

set up a system whereby members of the lower house 
should have to stand for the job every two years. The sys- 
tem works, because each man knows he’s going to have to 
go back to his constituents and defend whatever moves 
he’s made. 

Why should the assemblymen of California be dif- 
ferent? Why should they be given a chance to let memory 
of their mistakes erode for a period of as long as four 
years, before having to face the voters? And why stagger 
the elections, of odd and even-numbered assembly dis- 
tricts, unless to make it possible to blame “those other 
guys” for whatever mistakes should chance to have been 
made? 


Proposition Three (Disabled Vets’ 
Tax Exemption) Vote YES 


This would permit a totally disabled veteran, entitled 
to a $5000 tax exemption on his home, to transfer that 
exemption to another home. 

Through the years, many veterans have had to move 
through no fault of their own. 

To buy a crippled veterans’ home for a highway right 
of way, for instance, then tell him he can’t have his tax 
exemption on the one he has to buy thereafter, is ridicu- 
lous and heartless. 

Persons crippled in the defense of their country in 
time of war deserve a better shake than that. 


Proposition Four (Terms of Office) Vote YES 


This one would allow members of a new State College 
Board of Trustees to serve on the board for a term of 
eight years, rather than four. 

Educators, as well as members of the Legislature, as 
well as an impressive list of endorsers, are aware of the 
complex problems involved in education. 

On the local level, even the most humble observer 
soon learns that it takes a new school board member ap- 
proximately two years — sometimes longer —to get suffi- 
ciently well acquainted with his job so that he can think 
effectively about all issues. 

On the state level, where the schools and colleges 
are going to grow to huge size and complexity and where 
expert trusteeship will be needed, getting the benefits of 
experience should be a part of the plan. 

The longer term for trustees also will enable them to 
operate in a less politically controlled atmosphere. 


Proposition Five (Compensation 
for Legislators) Vote YES 


This measure, which would increase the pay of legis- 
lators from $500 to $750 per month, is fully justified. In 
every business, more capable men can get more money; if 
an employer wants the best man to be running his busi- 
ness, he sets a salary figure that will assure competition 
for the job. 

Too long have Californians held with the “signeural” 
view — that a person should be “happy to serve the public 
interest” and that he, therefore, ought to be willing to pay 
some of his own costs. 

It doesn’t work out that way. In many places and 
times, it’s been shown that poorly paid legislators are 
among, the most likely to fall for the blandishments of 
lobbyists and influence peddlers. 

Furthermore, the theory of the low paid legislator, 
glad to serve in the public interest. was developed at a 
time when legislative duties took a comparatively small 
slice out of a man’s working time —a horseback trip to 
the state capitol for a month or so each year. 

Now-a-days, the average legislator is occupied with 
the public’s business for at least three-quarters of every 
year, leaving little time for him to follow other profitable 
pursuits. 

Low pay might possibly be one of the reasons, too, 
that legislators tend, sometimes, to dodge responsibilities. 
The California ballot is an example of responsibility-dodg- 
ing. It takes from the legislature the purse-strings of the 
state, and hands them back to the voter whenever it’s 
politically expedient for lawmakers to stay clear of a con- 
troversial decision. Our understanding of democracy is that 
the voters delegate certain powers to their legislators, and 
that these in turn are expected to do their honest best in 
behalf of their constituents. 

Adequate pay will encourage the best men to seek 
legislative posts and to give to the job their full energy 
and responsibility. 


Proposition Six (Assessment of 
Golf Courses) Vote NO 


Golf courses are beneficial to all, even to those who 
do not play the game. The eye-pleasing greensward is a 
valuable asset in our booming communities threatened, 
by population pressures, with becoming asphalt jungles. 

A constitutional amendment giving golf courses alone 
preferred assessment treatment is, however, the wrong 
approach. On the one hand, it does not go far enough 
in the direction of assuring the continuance of other types 
of green-belt and recreational facilities. On the other 
hand, it goes too far in the direction of special privilege. 

Restrictions on use of the land can be applied under 
present law to assure its perpetual use for non-profit recre- 
ational purposes. Such restrictions alone can eliminate 
assessment for “higher-value” uses. 

Refusal to apply such restrictions raises doubt of the 
land-owner’s sincerity in wishing to preserve the golf 
course. It sounds a little as if he would like the oppor- 
tunity of cashing in on increased land value in the future. 
If such is his intent, he should pay taxes on the increasing 
value the same as any other land speculator.

Of City’s Administrative Aide 


Little details, in city govern- 
ment as in the operation of any 
home or business, can’t be ov- 
erlooked or ignored. Taking 
care of them, unless they fall 
under the category of a speci- 
fic department, is one of the 
major jobs of Administrative 
Assistant Michael Bedwell. 

Last week, for instance, Bed- 
well was busy sending out bills 
for minor items, including cost 
of repairs to a “no parking” 
sign that was knocked down by 
a motorist, and assessing dam- 
age and “loss of vehicle’ costs 
resulting when another motor- 
ist crashed into the rear of a 
police car. 

Such bills don’t total more 
than a few hundred dollars a 
year but sound business prac- 
tice requires that they be sent 
out.

since the tree was about four 
years old and was showing the 
results of good care all that 
time. 

Yet another part of Bed- 
well’s job is the ordering of of- 
fice machinery. Somebody has 
to be in contact with the sales- 
men and the city manager 
feels that this job should be 
delegated, too. 

At the present time, Bedwell 
says, he’s “looking at” copying 
machines of various sorts. 

The title of “administrative 
assistant” covers a multitude 
of jobs. 

City Manager John John- 
son figures that manage- 
ment should be “generalist” 
in nature, and that his de- 
partment heads should be 
the specialists operating 
their own departments with 
a minimum of interference. 

Because of the number of de- 
tails involved in management, 
however, it’s necessary to have 
an ‘assistant generalist” to 
handle the minor ones. 

Besides these, Bedwell has 
inherited the duty as secretary 
to the Civil Disaster Council 
an the Traffic Safety Council. 
Hes’ also the city manager’s 
delegate to an “employee’s 
safety council,’ made up of 
members of the various depart- 
ments, who attempt to locate 
and deal with safety hazards on 
city property, vehicles, or ma- 
chinery. 

* * * 

The city is about the only 
governmental agency around 
that has an “administrative as- 
sistant” and this is, mainly, a 
reflection of the wide variety 
of things overseen: The li- 
brary, recreation, police, street 
department, water department, 
building inspection, planning, 
and so forth. 

The Menlo Park School 
District, for instance, has a 
far bigger budget and more 
employees, but it only oper- 
ates in a single area: educa- 
tion. : 

Everything done by the 
school people, including ar- 
ranging for pupil transporta- 
tion, the building program and 
other jobs are all aimed at one 
thing, education of children. 
Thus, the main. administrative 
job is one of coordination, so 
all youngsters get about the 
same opportunities. 

The fire department, as a se- 
parate public agency, has 
about the simplest type of ad- 
ministrative operation of any. 

The name of the game is to 
fight fires and deal with other 
emergencies and to do so with 
maximum speed. 

Thus, the department is or- 
ganized along disciplined lines 
with the chief in charge and 
with his various officers in 
charge of specific phases such 
as training, vehicle mainten- 
ance, and so forth. 

Because of the relatively re- 
stricted nature of this “one 
function” operation, the details 
which require the services of 
a specific aide at city hall just 
don’t seem to crop up. 


that EACH supervisor can 
have a car for his own use at 
all times. Our board has re- 


peatedly retusea ot adopt such 
a policy although it is com- 
monplace in most of the larger 
counties. Considerable con- 
troversy has arisen in some 
counties where the supervis- 
ors demanded and got Cadil- 
lacs for their own use at tax- 
payer expense. 

One might say that the San 
Mateo county board is stingy 
in this respect but surely the 
taxpayers can have no com- 
plaints because the board does 
have two cars in the county 
motor pool for its use. Extrav- 
agant? Only the backers of 
Fitzgerald might claim it such. 


While Fitzgerald was 
bringing up the county car 
business, Callan was getting 
in his own licks, charging 
that his opponent’s claim to 
reducing taxes'in San Bruno 
while a city, councilman are 
strictly an “exaggerated 
boast.” Callan’s figures aim 
to prove that the city taxes 
in Fitzgerald’s city have “in- 
creased 94 per cent” in his 
eight years on the city coun- 
cil. 

These, like most election 
charges, should be taken with 
a grain of salt. Sure they make 
good headlines if they make 
the news columns but we 
doubt that they influence 
many voters. 


The old gang that tried to 
hi-jack the board members a 
few years ago is at it again. 
They tried it out on Supervis- 
ors William Werder and Alvin 
Hatch in the primary were bad- 
ly licked. We're not. sure 
that Callan won’t repeat the 
trick next month. He is a 
good campaigner and the word 
“incumbent” after his’ name 
on the ballot is good for thou- 
sands of votes. 


We even turned down a bet 
the other day that the present 
chairman would win by more 
than 5000 votes—and probably 
10,000. 


That is going against the 
odds. Fitzgerald carries a 
3000-vote majority in the pri- 
mary into the November vot- 
ting. While the third man in 
the race says he is for Fitzger- 
ald it follows custom that a 
majority of these votes will 
surely head toward Callan. We 
wouldn’t want to put a nickel 
up either way, but a lot of 
things could happen before 
November 8 rolls around. 


A lot of people are wonder- 
ing whether the city-county 
program of adopting a county- 
wide sales tax will solve our 
many road and_ highway 
needs?

Assemblyman Carl A. Brit- 
schgi made a “‘threat” recent- 
ly at a press luncheon when 
he declared the state legisla- 
ture very well might enact a 
law that would force ALL 
counties to have the sales tax. 
There are only three on the 
outside and one of those is 
ready to go along just as is 
San Mateo county. 


It would seem to us that the 
legislature would be collect- 
ing and keeping unfair tax 
monies if it adopted such a 
law. All taxes are supposed to 
be uniform and to step in and 
take the one cent extra from 
this county would appear un- 
constitutional to us. But who 
is to say that it can’t or won't? 


It does not appear that we 
we have to worry about this 
possible state action, however. 
County and city officials are 
so close to reaching a decision 
that it could be announced al- 
most any day now.

Trustees must seek a bal- 
ance between liberal educa- 
tion and education in teaching 
techniques, when hiring new 
teachers. 

Also, granting of tenure 
may be a mixed blessing, in 
that it may encourage teach- 
ers to ‘slow down” once 
they’ve achieved it. 


These were the main areas 
of concern expressed Tuesday 
night, as the Menlo Park 
School District board discuss- 
ed “Teaching as a profession 
and teacher certification” — 
one of a series of exchanges 
slated by the trustees through 
the yéar. 

The disctission was open- 
ed by Dr. Mel Homfeld, su- 
perintendént, who said that 
there appeared to be a con- 
tinuing conflict betwéen 
teachers of liberal arts sub- 
jects, and those engaged in 
teaching pedagogy. 

One group holds the view 
that “if a teacher knows some- 
thing, he can teach it” and 
this is far’ from correct,’ Dr. 
Homfeld said. 

He observed, however, that 
the standards of certification 
for teachers are rising all the 
time. He declared he felt that | 
the professors in both liberal | 


arts and pedagogy pool re- 
sources, recognizing that} 


courses in teaching techniques | 
need to be taught and that, | 
also, teachers need a broad 
education. | 
Concerning the type of peo- | 
ple involved in teaching in| 
general, Dr. Homfeld pointed | 
out that they’re educated “in | 
the quickest way possible.” | 
This is because, he said, | 
many are from a segment of | 
the population who don’t in- 
tend to make a career of | 
teaching at all; young single | 
women who intend to stay in 
the field only until they start 
families. 
The Menlo Park district, he 
said, is in a favored position 
both in hiring new teachers 
and retaining good ones. It 
has an attractive salary sched-

Homfeld concluded by 
pointing out that the district's 
teachers themselves, 12 years 
ago, worked out a set of stand- 
ards whereby superior teach- 
ers can be judged. 

The criteria include instruc- 
tional success, adjustment to 
classroom personalities, ad- 
justment to the community 
and to parents, continued ap- 
petite for professional growth 
and the ability to do routine 
jobs, 

Trustee William Platt then 

emphasized that the teach- 
ers should be devoted to “a 
lifetime of self-education” 
and said he felt the district 
should encourage  self-iin- 
provement in every way. 


He cited the district’s pro- 
fession growth increment pro 
gram, as well as its demands 
for postgraduate work on the 
part of teachers, as incentives 
for this. 

Trustee Elwood Williams 
agreed and pointed out that 
teaching is the largest profes- 
field in the United 
States, as well as the largest | 
field of employment for wo- 
men. 

He said that superior teach- | 
ers could be had if used more | 
effectively and this meant us- | 
ing as many devices to aid 
them as possible, 

Dr. Glen Haydon agreed | 
that a balance must be sought, 
when teachers are being se- 
lected, between liberal edu- 
cation and professional educa- | 
tion.

tt any one plant were to be} 
termed the symbol of spring, 


dil) This showy bulb in its 
myriad forms and colors is a 
tradition with gardeners 
around the world for its ver- 
nal show. Daffodils fairly 
shout for joy when spring ar- 
rives, and to most of us their 
mood is contagious. 

It’s not enough to plant a 
mere handful of daffodils in 
the garden. Even the smallest 
garden can hold them by the 
dozen and the infinite variety 
of the different members of 
the family eliminates any 
chance of getting an overdose 
of one thing. Not that you 
really could. And Daffodils 
are a good permanent invest- 
ment, too, since they natura 
lize. readily. 

No nurserymen could 
stock all of the different va- 
rieties of daffodils grown. 
Most have selected what 
they consider the very best 
of the named varieties and 
if you plant these, you’ll 
find that there’s good rea- 
son for the choice. 

King Alfred, the giant trum 
pet Daffodil, is far and away 
the people’s choice, not onl) 
here in California, but most 
everywhere as well. Yot 
should use it more freely thar 
the others; but certainly no 
to the exclusion of lessei 
lights in the King’s court. 

Don’t overlook the likes 
of Mrs. R. O. Backhouse with 
its now well-known pink 
trumpet, or Twink with its 
full double center of yellow 
flecked with orange. Sun- 
shine is a striking variety, 
orange-cupped and _ backed 
by a halo of white. You’ll 
find plenty more, all worth 
planting. 

And in planting, don’t make 
the mistake of some beginning 
gardeners who try to spreac 
a few bulbs too thinly. Clum} 
the different daffodils in 
groups of one variety anc 
stagger the clumps through 
out the border. If you do line 
them up, as along a walk 
plant them quickly enough tc 
present a solid front. 

Strongly recommended i; 
working bone meal into the 
ground beneath each bulb. Be’ 
sure that the fertilizer is not 
in direct contact with the bulb, 
however. You can overdo ; 
good thing when it comes tc 
that.

To accommodate the larger 
press purchased in 1950, a new 
building was designed and con- 
structed for the newspaper at 
its present address, 640 Roble 
avenue.

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Production Chief 
Recalls Growth 


Of Paper’ 


' The Menlo Park Recorder’s | 
present plant at 640 Roble ave- 
nue is a far cry from the one 
the newspaper had just 1 
years ago. 

Some of the milestones in its | 
development were this week 
traced by Warren Grass, pro- 
duction superintendent, who 
has been in charge of the 
“backshop” since joining the | 
paper in January of 1947. } 

Then, the output of the plant | 
was definitely limited. Today, 
though it’s still not complete, 
it’s considered above* average 
among papers of its size. 

It’s still some distance from 
the ideal, however, although 
the shop can now produce most 
varieties of high quality job 
printing — from exquisite let- 
terheads custom designed to 
multiple-part business forms in 
scores of thousands—as well as 
two newspapers and a ‘shop- 
per’s guide every week. 

OLD MACHINERY 

“When I joined the Recorder | 
staff in January of 1947, we 
had two small hand-fed pres- 
ses and one automatic press 
for ccmmercial printing and 
one very outmoded typesetting 
machine,” recalls Grass, who 
has been in the printing busi- 
ness for more than 30 years. 

The newspaper itself usu- 

ally ran eight pages and it 
was printed on another old- 
fashioned -piece of machin- 
ery, a “drum-cylinder” press 
of a design well over 50 years 
old. 

“The typesetting machine 
produced ‘body type’ for the 
newspaper, but most of our 
commercial printing and adver- 
tisements had to be put togeth- 
er by ‘hand-setting’,’ Grass 
went on. “This is a good deal 
less efficient than machine | 
work, of course. 

“The newspaper press was 
‘sheet-fed’,’ Grass continues, 
which means that each sheet 
was printed on one side, then 
turned over, printed on the 
other side, run through a hand- 
operated folding machine, and 
then trimmed. 


Recognizing the need for 
more versatile typesetting ma- 
‘thinery, the owners of the pa- 
per replaced the old Linotype 
with a larger “mixer” model 
machine. Though it was a used 
machine, when purchased it | 
greatly increased the varieties 
of type which could be used 


both in advertisements and 
headlines. 
OFFSET PRESS 

Later the same year, the pa- 
per’s management purchased 
what’s known as a “‘litho-off- 
set” printing press for the 


newspaper. 

This had the advantage of 
producing a “clean print” with 
excellent picture reproduction 
but capacity here, too, was lim 
ited by the “sheet-fed” opera 
tion. 

“The shop in which all the 
machinery was operated was- 
n’t very big, either,’ Grass 
explains. “It consisted of a 
unit 18 feet wide and about 
80 feet long.” 

The present management 
took over operation of the pa- 
per in January of 1949. In a 
few months it became appar- 
ent that neither the size of the 
shop nor* the equipment at 
hand could put out the requir- 
ed work efficiently. 

Another Linotype was added 
in the summer of 1949. 

“With the new machinery in 
the shop, we found ourselves 
pretty well crowded for space,” 
Grass explains. “And _ besides 
this, the output capacity of our 
equipment was severely limit- 
ed. 

NEW, BIGGER PLANT 

“With establishment of the 
Buy Word in December of 
1949, the problem became 
acute. 

In January, 1951, the shop | 
was moved to a new 4000- 
square-foot building at 640 Ro- 
ble avenue, and a new press 
went intu operation in Febru- | 
ary. The same press is used to- 
day. 

The new press greatly ex- 
panded capacity of the news- 
paper. It prints from a con- 
tinuous roll of paper, produc- 
ing almost 4000 complete sec- 
tions of either four, six or 
eight pages in an hour. 

“We now are near the capa- 
city of this press, too,” Grass 
observes. “For our once-a-week 


delivery, it is producing as/| 
many printed pages as a lot of 
daily papers in other parts of |

Grass first got ink stains on 
his hands in 1927 at Santa Cruz 
High School. In 1929 he got his 


first job at a printer, working | 


after school. 


He joined the Mountain View | 


Register staff in 1931, became 
foreman there in 1933 and re- 
mained in that shop until 1947 
when he left to take charge of 
the Recorder’s production de- 
partment. 

His crew, which at that time 
consisted of little more than 
himself, now includes 10 print | 
ers.

“Communitywide promotions 
offer another field in which we

“One such promotion result- 
ed in a special section two 
years in a row, and both times 
brought us a top award from 
the California Newspaper Ad- 
vertising Managers’ Associa- 
tion. 

“It was our ‘Nabob Days’ 
section, which featured ad- 
vertisements done up in the 
format of the 1890’s and gear- 
ed to fit in with copy pre- 
pared by the editorial staff 
and dealing with aspects of 
the area’s history.” 

The variety of appeals which 
can be made by newspaper ad- 
vertising is broad enough, the 
manager asserted, so that sale 
of display space isn’t necessar- 
ily confined to retail mer- 
chants.
